ANNUAL CHARITY SERMON, 

The annual charity sermon in aid of the 
St. Vincent de Paul Male Orphanage, Glas- 
nevin, was preached by the Rev. Vincent 
Byrne, S.J., at the Church of St. Francis 
Xavier, Upper Gardiner street, Dublin, after 
the First Gospel of the 12 o'clock Mass 
yesterday. 

Since its establishment seventy-five years 
ago 1,770 boys have passed through the 
Orphanage, which is now capable of accom- 
modating 150 boys. The annual expenses of 
the institution. amount to £5,200, of which 
£3,400 comes from direct sources of income, 
leaving a balance to be provided by the 
charity of the public. 

Father Byrne said that the Orphanage 
should have the support of the public because 
if the good work it was doing. It sent into 
the world fatherless boys, who were well 
equipped for the battle of life, firm in faith, 
strong in yirtue and earnest about their work. 
They were brought up under the watchful 
and devoted care of the Christian Brothers, 
who schooled them in habits of industry, 
purity and self-reliance. 

\Ims was a sacred duty, pleasing to God, 
and in many ways beneficial to the giver. It 
was one’s bounden duty to give to the poor 
all that one could give. Anything given in 
charity was not lost, but it was a work of 
satisfaction and an unfailing source of 
spiritual grace, 

After Mass, in the committee room of the 
church, members of the Orphanage Committee 
met and passed a vote of thanks to Father 
Byrne for his sermon.

Bactless Ussitors 
in the Sick 
Feeom.

y first piece of advice to would-be 
visitors who are themselves feeling out of 
sorts is—don't! The most essential thing 
when dealing with patients is to give them 
something cheerful to think about, and, .if 
possible, something to look forward to, so 
that they may really want to get better and 
enjoy things, and not be left think that in 
a cheerless world bed is the best place. 

One should never sit down in a sick room 
to tell a tale of petty woes or discuss the 
revolting details of the latest murder cage. 
Small worries have a knack of gnawing at 
the mind when there is insufficient vitality 
to shake them off, while horrors either dis- 
turb or prevent sleep, 


The Wrong Bedside Manner. 


Another habit common to bedside visitors 
is. to be abhorred—the discussion of other 
people’s ailments, operations, or nursing- 
home experiences. It is amazing how often 
a visitor begins “How are you? What a 
hacking cough; you should take great care 
of it. You know, Mrs. Smith’s daughter 
got a cold like yours last year and neglected 
it; IT met her cousin the other day, and she 
told me poor Miss Smith has been ordered 
to Switzerland. T.B., of course.”’ 

If anything is calculated to retard a 
patient’s recovery, it is this kind of thought- 
lessness, which is really a gossipy love of 
gruesomeness masquerading as sympathy. 
Inevitably the unfortunate victim is forced 
to take a gloomy view of her own illness, 
and her thoughts will dwell persistently on 
the prospect of becoming a permanent crock, 
if not a corpse! She will lose confidence in 
medicines, and nurse and doctor, who know 
that faith is always half the cure, will have 
their job prolonged indefinitely. 


Find the Bright Spots. 


If, however, a patient starts such a con- 
versation. let the talk continue, but don’t 
keep it up unnecessgrily. Try tactfully to 
introduce something else, even the weather, 
if you can find a bright spot in it. Weather, 
as a matter of fact, has an enormous effect 


on anyone who is even slightly ill, 
and if it happens to be a sunny day, 
it is a good plan to talk about it, 


pointing out every detail, how the bulbs you 
put down are beginning to show shoots, how 
the sunlight changes the aspect of a room, or 
how you noticed it sparkling on the water 
and lighting up the windows of dingy houses. 

Even if the rain is beating on the windows, 
a visitor may conjure up pictures of sunny 
weather by sh Ei! EAAE TO of a fine holiday or 
suggestions of places to picnic when the go 
weather comes again. Nearly all sick people 
long for sunshine, and are quite ready to 
bring their imaginations into play on such a 
topic if given a little encouragement. 

This has a double effect, for it not only 
keeps the mind pleasantly occupied, but 1s 
physically beneficial, since imagining oneself 
in the warmth of the sun causes the nerve 
cells to react exactly as they do in actual 
sunlight. 


Cheering Gifis. 


It is a great. help to the general atmosphere 
of cheeriness if the visitor remembers to 
bring some small present. Flowers and fruit 
are, of course, the stand-by, but these are 


afford them, but gifts which require only a 
little thoughtfulness give quite as much 
pleasure. 

Tulips are lovely, but so are sprays of 
willow, with their shining silver buds, or 
sally catkins, or even a branch of chest- 
nut, with sticky brown buds, which 
will unfold gradually in water and give daily 
delight. Nothing is more tiresome than 
monotony, and the pleasure of discoverjng a 
new. leaf in the morning has to be experi- 
enced to bo believed. 

Books ate, of course, splendid helps to con- 
valescence if wisely chosen—but ‘they do 
need thought! I remember myself a visitor 
who came to read to me when I was in bed 
with "flu and suffering from the usual “ flu 
blues.” She chose a book of charming short 
stories, but. hy the time she had finished the 
first we were both weeping! That night my 
temperature rose, needless to sav. 

Another presept seldom thought of which 
brings great joy to the recipient is a picture 
not necessarily a bought one, but some- 
thing attractive cut from a magazine often 
providas a pleasant focus for tired eyes. The 
loan of a ‘portable gramaphone or a new 
record for a patient who already possesses a 
gramaphone are also sources of great 
pleasure. 


Hints for Amateur Nurses. 


For the amateur nurse here are one or two 
points of importance. Always wear slippers 
and walk lightly in a sick réom, and avoid 
sudden noises like the clattering of fire-irons 
or tea things. Don’t chatter, fi the patient 
wants to talk, then talk by all means; but 
it is better to be silent than always popping 
up with jerky remarks. 

At night remember to shade the light from 
the patient's eyes, and, if possible, place the 
lamp behind the head of the bed. If screens 
are used to prevent draughts, the monotony 
of their appearance can be avoided by throw- 
ing over them a brightly-coloured rug or 
chintz; this will also help to counteract the 
depressing sameness of the walls and ceiling. 

As to meals, whatever the diet, one thing 
may be safely asserted. The tray should al- 
ways be made as attractive as possible; 
spotless cloths harmonising with the colour 
of the china, a sprig of parsley on the butter. 
dish, or toast cut in unexpected shapes, are 
details that make an incredible difference to 
eye and appetite. 


For Coughs and Colds. 


The bedside table is another item of im- 
portance. This should be large enough to 
hold a tray comfortably, and ought to have 
one ot two shelves to hold medicines, books 
and papers. It is nauseating to stare at an 
array of bottles and contemplate the next 
dose, or to search feverishly in an untidy 
litter for the particular hook one wants to 
pick up for a few moments. 

Finally, I pass on a valuable tip I had from 
a nurse. If your patient is bothered with a 
persistent cough, speedy relief is afforded by 
á pad of cotton wool, damped with whiskey, 
applied to the chest for a few minutes, Ther- 
mogene, damped with water or whiskey, is 
also excellent, but should be used carefully, 
as it easily burns the skin. 

For colds or chills eggflips are usually effi- 
cacious, but they must be properly made. 
Break the egg into a basin, then put a tum- 
blerful of milk to heat, and while it is warm- 
ing beat the egg very thoroughly till it he 
comes frothy; add a teaspoonful of castor 
sugar, and beat again for a few seconds, Then 
pour the egg into the tumbler, and edd the 
milk just before it reaches boiling pdint. 

A dessertspoonful of whiskey makes the 
drink more palatable, and acts as an ‘‘inter- 
nal poultice’’; but, of course, in cases cf 
serious illness stimulaats should never be 
given without doctor’s orders.—Yours,

Probably a love for portraits comes with 
middle uge.

pore The Sermon on the Mount ” was the sub- 
yect ot yesterday aiternoon's le ture, given by 
the Rev. P. U’Donoghoe, S.J... in continvation 
of his series of Lenten “Christ 
upon the Hilltops,” at Church of St. 
Francis Xavier, Gardiner 
Dublin. 

Father O’Donoghoe said that as the mission 
of John the Baptist drew to a close the time 
came lor Our Saviour to show himself a King. 
and he proceeded to enrol his subjects. One 
moruing, after a night of prayer, the Maste: 
summoned together His followers and an- 
nounced the names of the twelve whom ‘He 
had chosen as Aposties. It was His first step 
towards forming an organised kingdom. It 
was on that occasion that He preached the 
most famous of all His discourses—the Sermon 
on the Mount, From this hilltop Our Saviour 
pointed to a kingdom unlimited by time or 
space, and He wrote, not on tablets of stone. 
but on the fleshy tablets of men’s hearts, a 
new law which was to be the constitution and 
charter of His Kingdom. With Divine sure- 
ness the Master began His sermon by treating 
of the one longing which had the deepest root 
in every human heart—the longing for hap 
piness. He marked out eight new roads to 
happiness, here and hereafter, when He pro- 
nounced the Eight Beatitudes. 

Poverty of spirit, meekness, mourning, 
mercy, cleanness of heart, were the marks 
that should catalogue and sign and seal the 
citizens of Christ’s Kingdom. Thus the 
greatest of Teachers had inverted the Values 
of life. He had set a new standard—a stan- 
dard that would not pass away until He came 
again to jndge mankind. He impressed the 
necessity of praver, and, like a perfect teacher, 
He gave a model formula, a very sacrament 
of prayer, the “ Our Father,” It is the first 
prayer taught to every Christian child, it is 
whispered in the poorest cabin, it is recited 
on every altar during the mest solemn portion 
of the Mass. Since that morning upon the 
hilitop, in every age, in every land, in every 
language, it has been offered to God by 
millions. Yet it has not become worn out by 
use, and it will never be superseded or sur-

Yesterday brought a 69th anniversary to 
Cardinal Bourne, who, though Irish on 
the maternal side, was born in a London 
suburb, his father being an English civil 
servant, who was eonverted to Roman 
Catholicism as a result of the Tractarian 

ms movement. He was 
educated at Ushaw 

and St. Edmund’s, 

Ware, and, though 

he entered the priest- 

hood with nothing 

but his own great 

qualities to recom- 

mend him, was con- 

secrated Bishop of 

Southwark at the 

ace of thirty-five. 

succeeded Cardinal 

Vaughan as  Arch- 

bishop of  West- 

minster seven years 

later—though at that 

time the youngest member of the Episco- 
pate—and, in 1911, was raised to the 
Sacred Purple. As Archbishop of West- 
minster he has a two.old office to bear; 
first. as ruler of his own diocese, and, 
secondly, as head of the Hierarchy in 
Fneland and the acknowledced snokesman 
of the Roman Catholic body before the 
Civil Government. In both canacities the 
Cardinal has won not only the affection 
of his own peovle but the high esteem of 
the nation. A most efficient organiser, 
alwavs to be relied unon for clear judg-

When the full version has been seen the 
ordinary three-act version of ‘‘ Man 
Superman "” loses much of its attractiveness, 
and for the full version the Macdona Players 
must be thanked by the very large Dublin 
audience ‘which thronged the Gaiety Theatre 
two years ago, when Mr. Esme Percy played 
Don Juan-Tanner. For an excellent prodiuc- 
tion of the three-act version the same com- 
pany must now be thanked. If the audience 
at the Gaiety Theatre on Saturday evening 
was comparatively small, it showed its ap- 
preciation of the fine performance in the 
warmest possible way, so that Mr. George S. 
Wray was compelled to make a short speech 
when the final curtain fell. He thanked the 
audience for the warm appreciation; it had 
been well merited. 

There have ‘been many Tanners on the 
stage in Dublin—Iden Payne, Fred. 
O'Donovan, Robert Loraine, Esme Percy, io 
neme but. a few, in. addition to the Abbey 
Theatre performers; but it may be said that 
Mr Wray challenged comparison with all or 
any of them. He cast his Tanner in some- 
wnat lighter tone than any of those others, 
nearer to Fred. O'Donovan than to anyone, 
and the result was to make Jack captivating, 
if rather un-Shavian. Noone would credit Mr. 
Wray’s Tanner with the authorship of ‘‘ The 
Revolutionist’s Handbook”’ or. with ‘‘ Maxims 
for Revolutionists,”’ but the famous volume 
was forgotten. by the audience when 
Roebuck Ramsden . dropped it into his 
waste-paper basket, rom that moment 
the play became quite frankly a “‘love”’ 
drama, through which Tanner ran for the 
three acts.

indeed, Miss Dora Macdona acted as if she 
were quite certain of the victory from the 
beginning, There is a _ frigidity in Miss 
Macdona’s acting which is in accord with 
her author’s design, but it will never bring 
her into emotional contact with her 
audiences.

Ramsden’s. attitude to ‘The 
Revolutionist’s Handbook,” “the worst book 
that ever escaped burning by the common 
hangman,’’ he called it, while he consigned 
the waste-paper basket, very 
neatly symbolises the attitude of many 
people in Dublin to books in general. 

It was easy to believe that Octavius 
Robinson, as played by Mr. _ Ellison 
Williams, would end his life the adored of 
his landlady, nursing his broken heart to 
the end. Of the ladies, Miss Patience Rig- 
nold repeated her excellent interpretation of 
Mrs, Whitefield, and Miss Margot Lister her 
spirited Violet Robinson. Henry Straker is 
no longer ‘‘the new man,” he has been dis- 
piaced by aviation among other thinys, 
but Mr. George Larchet contrived to make 
him still interesting and alive enough to 
change his daily newspaper: Henry now 
reads a newspaper that did not exist in 1905, 
when the play was first staged by the Stage 
Society in London.

For the 
first time this season the Macdona Players 
failed to be satisfying; the performance was 
ragged and uneven, and the prompter was 
a prominent, performer.

The play itself may be to some extent 
responsible; its argument ‘‘about it and 
about '” seems to lead to nothing, and, so 
much has harpened since the play was first 
staged in 1908, that its talk seems a little in 
the air.

LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 


BRITAIN’S CONTRIBUTION 
INCREASED. 


The League of Nations will cost Great 
Britain a larger sum during 1930 than it did 
in 1929, 

The civil estimates dealing with the foreign 
and imperial class, which were issued on 
Saturday, show that the British Govern- 
ment’s share of the general expenses of the 
League, excluding the expenses of the Inter- 
national Labour Organisation, will be £79,000 
this year, compared with £71,500 last year. 
Great Britain's share will be 10.65 per cent. 
of the total. ' 

_ The vote for salaries, wages and allowances 
in the diplomatic service will be increased by 
£135,075. Among the items contributing to 
this advance is a sum of £20, as pro- 
vision for the re-establishment of diplomatic 
representation in the Soviet Union. Last 
year the amount under this heading was 


This year’s grant in aid to the Irish Free 
State in respect of compensation to trans- 
ferred officers will be £15,400, compared with 
£4,600 last year. The grant is to enable addi- 
tional compensation to paid to certain 
officers, transferred to the service of the Irish 
Free State who have been discharged or who 
have retired in consequence of the change of 
Government.

An Imperial Statesman. 


In a letter to The Times Mr. L. 8. 
Amery, who was Dominion Secretary in 
Mr. Stanley Baldwin’s Government, draws 
attention to a strange omission from 
almost every obituary notice of the late 
Karl of Balfour.

Harman’s autocratic position, and, in 
order to obtain a precedent, they propose 
to assail his right to issue coins. 
Apparently, that right is indefeasible, 
but it objected that the owner’s 
authority rests merely on custom and an 
unofficial sanction by Royalty, unsup- 
ported by the strict forms of law. We do 
not understand why this attempt has been 
made to interfere with an old and interest- 
ing tradition.

AUGUSTINE HENRY.

AN AUTHORITY ON FORESTRY. 

We regret to announce the death of 
Professor Augustine Henry, which occurred 
at his residence, 5. Sandford’ terrace, 
Ranelagh, Dublin, yesterday afternoon. 

Augustine Henry, Professor of Fovestry 
in University College, Dublin, a native oí 
Co. Derry. was born in 1857. He 
educated at Queen's College, Galway, where 
he took the Dunville Studentship. He 
studied both arts and medicine, but imme- 
diately after qualifying abandoned medicine 
on entering the Maritime Customs” Services 
of the Chinese Government under Sir Robert 


Hart in 1881.

into many parts of China bitheito un 
explored. He learned to speak Chinese 
fluently, and while carrying out his duties. 
he made exhaustive researches on the flora of 
those regions, and sent a vast collection to 
Kew and to other important botanical in 
stitutes of the world. The materia) whien 
reached Kew alone numbered over 158,000 
specimens ; of these nearly 1,000 species were 
new to science, and included more than 30 
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new genera. As a result of his investiga- 
tions. horticultural firms in England, the 
Arnold Arboretum, and the Department ot 
Agriculture in the United States sent out 
collectors to China for rare and useful plants 
described by him. 

Among his well-known introductions «re 
Lilium Henrvi, Vitis Henryana and Buddleta 
Variabilis. | Apart from the horticultural 
value of these discoveries, the gain to know- 
ledge in the problems ol plant distribution 
was remarkable. He lived for several years 
at Ichang and largely explored the Gorges 
of the Yang-tse.

Sin,—Jt must be highly gratifying to all 
bird-lovers to see so spirited an ugitation 
raised in your paper—and I am aware that 
it also is dnding voice elsewhere—against the 
removal of that beautiful and stately bird, 
the herons from the list of specially pvo-

tected species in the first schedule fo the 
Wild Birds’ Protection Bill, now happily (1 
trust) on the eve of its passage into law. 
The letters that you have published so far 
on the beron’s behalf are evidently al) based 
on sound and accurate observation, and sup 
port the conclusion that the bird does much 
useful service—enough, perhaps, on the 
whole, to balance its less meritoricus quali- 
ties—to the salmon and trout fisheries. That 
eels are its customary, if not favourite, prey 
is undoubtedly true, and Burns’s well-knowi 
line 

“ Fe fisher herons, watchine eels 

is a mark of trustworthy nature-knowledge 
on the part of that popular poet. 

I believe, however, that a careful reading 
of the Wild Birds’ Protection Bill in its 
present form would satisfy most of your 
correspondents that it is entirely incorrect 
to speak of the heron as having been placed 
on a “black list,” or deprived of al: 
protection, by the amendement which simply 
restores him to the position of a ““non- 
scheduled bird’’—the position which he 
actually held in the bill when it was first 
introduced by Senator 8. L. Brown. Under

To those of your correspondents who fear 
that the removal of the heron from the first 
schedule will be understood as giving him 
a bad character and calling for his destrax 
tion, I would like to point out that many 
of the other ‘‘non-scheduled birds,” among 
whose company the heron is now placed, are, 
undonbtedly, far more useful than harn.tv), 
though for various reasons they have been 
excluded from the strictest degree of pro 
tection. As the most striking instance | wil! 
mention the kestrel. All naturalists agree 
in regarding the kestrel as one of the tnost 
useful] of our birds, and many ure the e-‘orts 
that have been made to press on tarmers 
and gamekeepers (with varying degrees of 
success) the importance of preserving this 
hawk-—or rather falcon—for his services in 
the destruction of mice, which, with tnsects, 
constitute his principal prey. Yet this most 
useful of hawks is necessarily left out of the 
schedule, because, while his merits are un- 


deniable, it is equally undeniable that he 
eccasionally swoops down into a poultry: 
vard and carries off a chicken imstead of 
a mouse. The Wild Birds’. Protection [ull 
will not forbid the farmer, when faced with 
this contingency, trom taking steps to prevent 
a repetition of this particular kestrel’s visit. 
No one, however, would say that the omission 
oi this deserving bird from the schedule 
amounts to placing him on the “ black list.” 
[his would be absurd, in view of the fact 
that the Department. of Agriculture years 
ago issued a leaflet—and presumably it is in 
circulation still—urgmg on all farmers the 
value of the kestrel’s services. Like the 
heron, he bears a mixed character; and, 
though the good greatly predominates, the 
bad is sufficiently overt at times to call for 
drastic punishment. 

I must not omit an important point, which 
can only be realised by those who have read 
the bill in its present form. As a non- 
scheduled bird the heron has now close-time 
protection against all except the owners or 
oceupiers of land, on their own land. By 
Section 5 of the bill, however (in its amended 
form), the Mimister fcr Fisheries may make 
Orders withdrawing all protection in any area 
from birds believed by him to be hostile to 
fishery interests within that area. If the 
heron were restored to the first schedule, 
and thereby given unqualified close-time pro- 


tection, it 1s pretty certain that fishery boards 
would in many districts make appeals to the

Minister to exercise this right and issue 
Orders against the heron, and the result 
would be, not his mere exclusion from the 
first schedule, but the withdrawal of every 
form of protection and the encouragement of 
a real death-warrant against the bird. While 
he remains non-scheduled I think no such 
Order is likely to be either asked for or 
granted. I would, therefore, for the heron’s 
own sake (and it is one of my special 
favourites) appeal to those who are champion- 
ig its merits not to press for its re 
promotion into the ‘“‘ upper ten ” of our most 
strictly protected species. Such promotion, 
I am afraid, would have a disastrous sequel, 
and the last state of that bird would be a 
great deal worse than the first.—Yours, ete..

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sik-—The proposed proscription of the 
heron on account of the mischief it is sup 
posed to do to trout and salmon fisheries is 
not justified by results of investigations by 
observers and from the writings of the 
leading ornithologists. That the bird eats 
fish spawn is impossible. Its feeding habits 
and mode of eating should make that plain 
to anyone who has seen a heron fishing, 
That a heron, which frequents a very small 
and shallow trout stream, should take a 
few fish and diminish the fish population of 
the stream is not to be denied; but that an 
ornamental addition to the scenery of the 
country should be done away with because 
here and there some birds are supposed to 
do harm to some small and unimportant 
locality is a foolish proposal, which in the 
long run will do more harm than good. 
Every bird in nature has its use, even the 
most harmful bird, and complete proscrip 
tion, such as would ensue if the heron were 
pointedly outlawed, would mean the eventual 
elimination from our countryside of what is 
probably, now that the eagles have been 
driven from the country, our handsomest 
large bird. 

Surely, no sporting fisherman will grudge 
such a beautiful inhabitant of the country- 
side a living wage, seeing that the destruc- 
tion of the eels and other water vermin 
taken by the heron more than compensates 
fishery owners for the capture of a few trout. 
As has been very justly remarked by one 
of your correspondents, the result of the 
special exemption from protection of such 
a conspicuous and eastly shot bird as the 
heron will be that any unthinking person 
carrying a gun will think himself obliged to 
fire off his gun at any heron he may meet, 
and that the birds will become so wild and 
rare as to disappear from the landscape 
altogether. If any particular bird should be 
proved to be doing harm to a fishery, it 
should, of course, be made allowable, aiter 
due notice to the local police, to destroy or 
scare away the offender.—Yours, etc.,
